OLYMPIC MEET 


New York, July  27.--Seeretary 
James E. Sullivan of the | American 
Olympic committee has received ad- 
ditional reports from abroad in rela- 
tion to the Qlympie games and. the 
recent congress at Budapest. The ad- 
ditional information comes from Alli- 
son V. Armour, who, with Prof. W. M 
Solane, represented the United States 
as a member of the international Olym- 
pie congress at Budapest.) Mr. Armour 
writes the meeting passed off exceed- 
ingly well and he has forwarded from 
Colonel Black certain decisions arrived 
at, that affect not only the United 
States, but other countries as well. The 
five important decisions that will inter- 
est Americans are as follows: Clasing 
of entries for America, June 4: order 
of events early in June, representatives 
of the same country not in first trial 
heats, second men eligible for semi- 
finals, full citizenship papers — re- 
quired, 

The question of uniform athletic de- 
flnition was discussed and the follow- 
ing definition was adopted provisional- 
ly and ordered sent to all Olympic 
committees with the understanding 
that they will be made to apply to all 
Olympic contests after the fifth Olym- 
piad at Sweden in 1912.
